FRUIT LOGISTICA is the world's one of the most important trade fair 
for the fresh produce industry, providing direct access to the global market. The fair 
encompasses the entire spectrum of the value chain, from seed and fruit development to 


packaging and automation. 


Given the focus of the MAGNET project on horticulture value chain development, the 
delegation plans to visit FRUIT LOGISTICA in Berlin, Germany, from 7th to 9th February 
2024. As Maharashtra is one of the leading flower-exporting states in India, the delegation 
will also visit the Royal Flora Holland Flower Auction Centre in the Netherlands from 10th 
to 11th February 2024. Additionally, they will visit Fruit & Vegetable wholesale markets and 
a Tissue Culture Lab in Italy from 12th to 14th February 2024, including travel dates. 


The delegation aims to identify global importers to boost the export of horticulture 
crops from the state. This visit aims to explore new technologies, processing machinery, 
packaging solutions, and automation for horticulture crops to strengthen the value chains 


being developed for selected crops in Maharashtra.
